But more 
important than this, it has itten dis- 
covered that Walter was not really 
tried as otakrged, but (hntas the trial 
progressed evidenoe was taken on an- 
other charge not included in the orig- 
inal matter and that it was mmn what 
might be called a suppleiuuutiiry, but 
irregular charge that Winter ww con- 
victed.
